A ‘grain elevator may be made sta- 
tionary or portable. Generally, the 
portable elevator is.the most satis- 
factory*as most grain is stored in 
either portable granaries or in per- 
manent granaries with bins not 
higher than 8 or 10 feet above ground 
level, states-H. J. Kemp, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask. 

Portable elevators are moved a-

close to the ground so‘that grain can 
be shovelled in easily from a wagon, 
truck or bin, Raising the rear axle 
would enable the grain elevator to be 
transported quickly ,with the min- 
imum chance of damage. 

The hopper should be wide enough 
to accomodate the full width of the | 
rear of a wagon or truck. A slide in: 
the bottom of the hopper is required 
to regulate the flow of grain into ed 
elevator to prevent overloading, 

The elevator can be hinged or ae 
oted on a shaft at the bottom so that 
it may be raised to a suitable angle 
for elevating. Hinged supports are 
required to clamp the elevator leg in 
the desired position. A block and 
tackle or a small windlass may be 
used for raising or lowering the el- 
evator leg, 

The elevator may be one of three 
types, namely: 1. The drag or flight | 
type. 2, Bucket type, 3, Augur type. 

The drag or flight type of elevator 
is found on most of the old threshing 
machines, It is best driven from the 
top, although it can be made to be 
driven from the bottom if the flight 
chains are kept tight. 
flight elevator using 114 to 2 horse- 
power will elevate 10 to 20 bushels 
of grain per minute, depending on 
the angle at which the elevator is set. 

The bucket type is more suitable 
for permanent locations and especial- 
ly for seed cleaning. However, it 
serves very usefully as a portable 
machine, The bucket elevator must,

Coupons Now Valid 


OTTAWA,—Coupons 5 and 6 on 
the first two sheets in the permanent 
ration books issued early in Septem- 
ber became valid today for purchases’ 
of sugar, tea and coffee; The tea and 
coffee coupons are on the “spare A” 
sheet following the sugar coupons, 

Each coupon is good for two 
weeks' supply—-one pound of sugar 
of each coupon, and two ounces of 
tea or eight ounces of coffee, but 
not both, on each “spare A” coupon, 

But using both coupons a consum- 
er may purchase four weeks’ supply 
at one time, 


Unexpended coupons which became 
valid Sept. 7 or Oct. 5—coupons 1 to 
4 inclusive--may still be used, but 
coupons from the temporary ration 
cords in use last summer became 
void Nov. 1.

Cockerels of all ages, whether 
broilérs, fryers or roasters should be 
fattened, but capons are normally 
sufficiently well finished without 
fattening or at least with very little 
attention, Soft feeding in fattening 
crates for from ten days to two 
weeks, depending upon the condition 
of the birds at the start, is the most 
satisfactory method and produces 
birds of the highest quality, Pen fat- 
tening is the best alternative to crate 
fattening but requires a longer per- 
iod (three to four weeks) and does 
not produce the same quality and 
finish. It is important to use only 
cockerels which are healthy and vig- 
orous as diseased or unthrifty birds 
will be apt to lose weight under the 
necessary conditions of confinement 
in fattening, Any room which is free 
from draughts but which allows suf- 
ficient change of air is satisfactory 
for fattening. It should be darkened 
down somewhat between feedings to 
restrict the birds activity as much 
ag possible, 

Perhaps the most impoprtant sin- 
gle. factors in successful fattening 
are the proper choice of the most 
suitable feeds, Cereal grains make up 
60 percent or more of the feed mix- 
ture, Ground oat groats or ground 
oats with ‘the hulls sifted out and 
ground corn give the greatest gain 
and increase in fat of any of ‘the 
grains. Buckwheat and wheat are 
slightly less efficient and oats (with 
hulls) and barley are not so satisfact 
ory as the other grains. A. mixture 
of these cereals not tao finely ground 
may be used bearing in mind that 
they may be expected to. give satis- 
faction according to the order in 
Which they are stated above. 6 to 10 
percent of meat meal and ‘5 -percent 
of mutton or beef fat further im- 
prove such mixtures for . fattening 
although good grains can “be made 
when only. cereals are used. All 
feeds should be fed mixed to a mod- 
erately sloppy consistency with eith- 
veh skimmilk, buttermilk or igi
